The BHOB listing apps-o:ciEates a payer's pesfornanee in a gair.e qy assigning it a point 
score, A player receives one point from every player who do&3 poorer than he aed gives aeray 
a point to every player uho does better. Hence, the winner receives a score of +6 f and the 
laser receives a score of negative 6 through depending upssn his performance relative to 
the other five losers. If he is the 2nd eliminated, his score is ~*fr a If he is tied with cho 
other player for xu3U5or~up s his score is +3, Relative positions are determined from the sea- 
son in which a player is eliminated or the nuacera of supply center/units he has regaining at 
the end of the gas.e. All survivors in a draw are given the same score regardless of the 
strength of c^e survivor*© re-si tie;i relative to another, 'Players eliminated in a dratm gaice 
are scored regularly as discussed above. 

The proliferation of replacement players in recent year3 presents a problem in assigning 
scores -to players. It is inpco3ible to deter, line which plsyor of a particular country iiade 
the greatest ccnt^bution towards a country*® success or d^nlse* It is also impossible to 
dateicaine the percentage contribution cade by each player* Accordingly „ my policy is to have 
tho original player accept a poor score 9 and the replaecsozit player who finishes the @3ise 
accept a good sccccOi An attempt has been s«ide never to give a repl^ceaont player a score 
which will hurt his percentage score. However, a replacement will &l;:ay3 receive a score of 
+2 or tetter, and the original player will always receive a score of ~2 or worse. This;, great- 
ly favors players who liave teen rcplaceraents in siany ganes, but I see no other fair aad viable 
alternative.
